Eight out of eveiy 10 new homes in 
Edmonton are built in new suburbs 
instead of estabbshed neighbour¬ 
hoods, breaking a council target 
set back in 2010 and concerning 
some critics. 

In 2010, city councillors set a 25 
per cent goal for the city’s new hous¬ 
ing growth to be built in estabbshed 
neighbourhoods, predominantly 
through infib development. 

But the 2015 Growth Monitoring 
Report released Thursday detabs that 
83 per cent of new homes in Edmon¬ 
ton are stbl built in suburbs — the 
same percentage as last year—and 
that the city has never hit its 25 per 
cent target. Some are concerned. 


“If at a minimum, we are not even 
achieving [the goal], that it is prob¬ 
ably the single biggest issue that is 
facing the City of Edmonton,” said 
Coun. Andrew Knack. 

The reason, Knack said, is cost. 
Providing services, recreation cen¬ 
tres, libraries and other amenities to 
suburban communities costs more 
than estabbshed neighbourhoods. 

“If we’re not at least hitting 50 
per cent [infib development] we are 
creating a financiaby unsustainable 
environment,” he said. 

Coun. Mike Nickel said the city 
has to do more to make sure bad 
builders don’t sour communities 
on infib projects. 

“You’re starting to see more and 
more resistance from neighbour¬ 
hoods,” he said. “It’s even turning 
infill advocates into anti-infill ad¬ 
vocates.” 

Tegan Martin-Diysdale, president 
of the Infill Development in Ed¬ 
monton Association, said zoning 
changes approved this year will 
help reach the goals, but more wbl 
need to be done.

Dane Kaiser knew Leonidas, his 
Cane Corso puppy, was going to 
be big. What he didn’t know was 
that its size would be a problem 
in his condominium complex. 

Other condo owners at Ruth¬ 
erford Village had big dogs. The 
president of the condo board had 
a boxer. And over the last three 
years, Kaiser had never received 
any complaints about Leonidas, 
who grew to 120 pounds. 

But then a notice came to his 
door two months ago, saying he 
had 90 days to either move out 
of his south Edmonton condo 
or get rid of the dog, whose size 
violates the condo’s bylaws 

The bylaws state pets in the 
building can’t weigh more than 
14 kilograms (30 pounds). 

“We’ve owned the condo for 
four years and I would never get 
rid of my dog,” Kaiser said. “And 
we can’t really sell the house in 
three months since the oil-field 
downturn.” 

Kaiser said he’s frustrated by 
a lack of communication from 
his property manager and by 
rules that, he said, haven’t been 


enforced until recently, after the 
condo-board president’s boxer 
died. He has launched a Change, 
org petition to have the bylaws 
changed to allow large dogs; it 
had almost 500 signatures as of 
Thursday afternoon. 

But Rutherford Village condo- 
board president Andrea Freier 
said the notice went to eveiy 
unit on the property and isn’t 


an eviction notice. She estimates 
there are “quite a few” residents 
violating the current pet policy. 

“It does ask residents... to cor¬ 
rect the situation,” she said. “It’s 
a reminder to residents to ensure 
they are reading the bylaws and 
asking them to take ownership 
on themselves to ensure they’re 
following them so these things 
don’t have to happen.” 


Rutherford Village property 
developer Curtis Penner origin¬ 
ally set the 14-kilogram weight 
limit for dogs at the condo¬ 
minium complex 10 years ago, 
and he said the bylaws haven’t 
changed since. 

“The way at which we arrived 
at 30 pounds is I weighed my 
overweight cocker spaniel,” he 
said. “The cocker spaniel was 


about as big as you want. 

“The thing with a 100-plus- 
pound dog is the size of the de¬ 
posit they leave on the property 
is a lot larger, too.” 

For a change to be made to 
the bylaws, 75 per cent of resi¬ 
dents must be in favour, accord¬ 
ing to Alberta’s Condominium 
Property Act. 

But condominium bylaws are

Metro Vancouver has voted 
“No” to a 0.5 per cent sales 
tax to fund transit growth — 
and should a similar question 
be asked in Edmonton, some 
transit officials say the result 
would be exactly the same. 

On Thursday, the results of 
a plebiscite on a $7.5-billion 
regional transit plan were re¬ 
leased. Vancouver voted over¬ 
whelmingly against the idea, 
with 61.7 per cent saying no. 

Mario Canseco of Insights 
West, the company that polled 
people on the Vancouver sales 
tax, said Vancouver’s experi¬ 
ment is unique. “It’s difficult to 
look at this as something that 
can be implemented in other 
places in the country,” he said. 

Regardless, what would hap¬ 
pen in Edmonton? The city has 
not reviewed proposing a sales 
tax to offset transit infrastruc¬ 
ture costs. 

Brendan Van Alstine with 
the Transit Riders’ Union of 
Edmonton said he feels car

be posed. 

“Based on reactions people 
had during the election to 
a sales tax, I don’t imagine 
there’s much appetite for a 
sales tax for transit,” he said.

Calgary Mayor Naheed 
Nenshi said Thursday that Van¬ 
couver’s result shows why cit¬ 
ies shouldn’t pose referendums 
on transit funding.

Alberta Health Services has dra¬ 
matically reduced the amount 
it’s paying executives and doll¬ 
ing out in severance, but oppos¬ 
ition critics want to see more 
done to curb salaries. 


According to AHS’s year- 
end report released earlier this 
week, the health agency paid 
out $6.6 million in executive 
compensation in 2014/2015, 
a steep drop from the near¬ 
ly $10 million it paid out the 
year prior. 

Severance pay also plum¬ 
meted with the amount paid 
out to departing executives 
falling from $2.9 million to 
$196,000. 

AHS could not make anyone 
available for an interview, but 
in an email, spokeswoman Col¬ 
leen Turner said they had over¬ 
hauled how executives are paid. 

“We eliminated incentive- 
based pay and restructured 


our compensation plan,” she 
said. “AHS has one of the low¬ 
est executive to staff ratios 
amongst Canadian public and 
private sector organizations.” 

Turner said AHS would con¬ 
tinue to tiy and push services 
to where patients need them. 

“We are focused on reducing 
administrative costs and devot¬ 
ing resources to the front line 
of health care.” 

Wildrose MLA Drew Barnes 
said the cuts are a step, but 
there is still a lot of overhead at 
AHS that needs to be addressed. 

“We still have a system that 
has serious concerns that these 
managers are unable to fix,” 
he said. He said he’s also con-

cerned the NDP government 
will reverse the trend and hire 
more managers. 

He argued the cash injec¬ 
tion the NDP gave to health 
care in the latest budget is a 
sign they’re not focused on 
reforming the system. 

“We have to start looking 
at the outcomes coming out 
rather than just the money 
going in.”

The Edmonton Public Library 
is hoping new storefront lo¬ 
cations will be the prologue 
to full community libraries, 
as the system strives to keep 
pace with rapid city growth. 

The library’s epIGO West 
Henday location opened in 
a strip mall at 818 Webber 
Greens Dr. on Thursday. The 
scaled-down branch is a first 
and has many of the services of 
a full library but can be opened 
without big capital costs and 
years of construction. 


Library CEO Pilar Martinez 
said it’s going to serve as a 
bridge. 

“The reason we are initiat¬ 
ing epIGO sites is to provide 
library service to communities 
who don’t have physical bricks- 
and-mortar libraries,” she said. 
“It’s a bridging strategy, until 
we get service to these com¬ 
munities.” 

EPL has two more of the 
storefront branches already 
planned for the Pilot Sound 
and Rutherford areas, and Mar¬ 
tinez said there could be more. 

The West Henday location 
will eventually be replaced by 
a new facility in the proposed 
Lewis Farms recreation centre, 
but that project only recently 
received design funding, and 
a new building is a minimum 
of five years away. 

Martinez said they don’t 
want to leave communities 
underserved. 

“One of the top-five barriers

identified was transportation 
and access to library services, 
so this is a way to do something 
in the interim,” she said. 

Coun. Andrew Knack, who 
represents the area, said the 
storefronts are a good bridge. 

“What used to happen was 
nothing, so we had commun¬ 
ities waiting for the full facil¬ 
ity and nothing in-between,” 
he said. 

The storefront will be paired 
with existing full-service librar¬ 
ies, and Knack said that is a 
good way to use limited funds.

The Alberta New Demo¬ 
crats have set a date for the 
meeting that will determine 
who will carry the party flag 
in the Calgary-Foothills bye¬ 
lection. 

Party members are to 
choose a candidate on July 
27. 

Former premier Jim Pren¬ 
tice won the riding in the 
May 5 provincial election 
but quickly resigned when 
the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tives were swept from

The Alberta government is 
warning that the weather is 
pushing the threat of wild¬ 
fires in forested areas to ex¬ 
treme levels. 

The problem is continued 
hot, dry conditions and ex¬ 
pected winds of up to 50 km/h. 

The province says wildfires 
that start under these condi¬ 
tions can grow veiy large, very 
quickly and are very difficult 
to put out. 

There are 46 wildfires listed 
as out-of-control Thursday, and 


the government says there is a 
strong likelihood of more fires 
caused by lightning strikes. 

Environment Canada has 
issued a special air-quality 
statement for northeast Al¬ 
berta due to wildfire smoke. 

It says people should be 
aware of potential health con¬ 
cerns and that even healthy 
individuals may experience 
temporary irritation of eyes 
and throat and possibly short¬ 
ness of breath.

HOMELESSNESS 

Construction 
downtown is 
pushing out 
city’s homeless 

Eveiy night, James Beaver looks 
for a quiet spot to sleep on the 
street — somewhere safe, where 
he isn’t bothering anyone, and 
no one bothers him. 

But these spaces in the down¬ 
town core are becoming fewer 
and farther between, as con¬ 
struction pushes Edmonton’s 
street community away from 
their usual resting and social¬ 
izing areas. 

“I try to go wherever I feel 
comfortable,” Beaver said. “I try 
to find a spot away from con¬ 
struction. Sometimes I stay in 
a shelter, (but) there should be 
more spaces to sleep.” 

Beaver isn’t the only member 
of the city’s street community 
struggling to find a place to sleep 
on the street among the early 
morning noise of the jackham¬ 
mers, the construction crews 
and the scaffolding taking over 
downtown sidewalks. 

Homeless communities are 
moving to other areas of down¬ 
town and beyond to avoid the 
busy construction season, Boyle 
Street Community Services’ 
Street Outreach Team Leader 
Aidan Inglis said. 

“There’s less space for people 
to sit down and hang out be¬ 
cause of over-construction,” Inglis 
said. “Our team... is noticing 
more people in other areas of 
the city that previously would 


have been downtown and are 
camping in the river valley or in 
a park somewhere. It’s because 
there’s less space.” 

Inglis said the city’s homeless 
are moving to areas just outside 
of the downtown core, like the 
river valley, and into neighbour¬ 
hoods south of the river, like Old 
Strathcona and Abbotsfield over 
the past couple of years. Many 
move to avoid downtown’s high 
concentration of people, and to 
avoid having their camps dis¬ 
turbed, he said. 

Homeward Trust Edmonton 
counted 2,307 homeless people 
in Edmonton in 2014, according 
to their recently released annual 
report. Province-wide, homeless¬ 
ness has decreased by 18 per cent 
since 2008, and by 27 per cent 


in Edmonton alone, according 
to the report. 

Inglis and his team made con¬ 
tact 450 times with Edmonton’s 
homeless in the month of June 
alone, offering bottled water 
and extra socks to help keep 
them prepared for the changing 
weather. 

He said compassion can go a 
long way in coexisting peacefully 
through downtown’s transition. 

“When it’s not in your back¬ 
yard, people don’t take as much 
of an interest and push it aside,” 
he said. “But when you’re sharing 
the same block with eveiybody 
right now around the arena, then 
you do see the same faces and do 
get to know that person. 

“It can create positive out¬ 
comes.” ANDREA ROSS/FOR METRO

Former Gitmo 
prisoner faces 
$134 million 
in damages 

A U.S. judge has granted 
$134.2 million US in damages 
to the widow of an American 
soldier killed in Afghanistan and 
another soldier partially blinded 
by a hand grenade in their law¬ 
suit against former Guantanamo 
Bay prisoner Omar Khadr. 

In their lawsuit, Tabitha Speer 
and Layne Morris alleged a teen¬ 
age Khadr was responsible for 
the July 2002 death of Sgt. Chris¬ 
topher Speer and injuries to 
Morris in Afghanistan. 

Their case rested largely on 
Khadr’s guilty plea to five war 
crimes before a widely maligned 
U.S. military commission in 
Guantanamo Bay in October 
2010. 

Khadr, now 28, who spent 
10 years at Guantanamo Bay 
and was transferred to Canada 
in 2012, has since said he only 
pleaded guilty to get out of 
Guantanamo and is seeking to 


have his conviction overturned. 

The plaintiffs acknowledged 
Thursday that there is little 
chance they will collect any of 
the money from him. 

“It’s really more of a state¬ 
ment case, I think, than a desire 
to collect this,” said lawyer Laura 


Tanner, who represents Speer 
and Morris. 

While Khadr is essentially 
penniless, having spent almost 
13 years behind bars before final¬ 
ly being released on bail earlier 
this month, he is in the process 
of suing the Canadian govern¬ 


ment for $20 million for alleged 
violations of his civil rights. 

A Utah judge handed down 
the default judgment on June 
8 after the suit got no answer 
from Khadr. 

“Omar Khadr has been in jail 
so he can’t defend himself,” said 


his attorney, Dennis Edney. 

Still, the plaintiffs’ lawyers are 
seeking a Canadian law firm to 
help collect the money. 

A Calgary lawyer who was 
consulted but not retained by 
the plaintiffs’ legal team said 
an application must be brought 
before Canadian courts before 
the ruling can be enforced. 

Gerald Chipeur said Canadian 
courts generally recognize Amer¬ 
ican judgments but there’s al¬ 
ways a possibility the ruling 
could be rejected. 

The big question, he said, 
is whether Khadr was given 
proper notice of the legal ac¬ 
tion against him. 

The case against Toronto-born 
Khadr drew criticism from hu¬ 
man rights groups because he 
was captured as a teenager and 
seriously wounded during a four- 
hour battle at an al-Qaida com¬ 
pound in Afghanistan. 

His lawyers contended he was 
groomed to be a child soldier, 
forced into fighting the U.S. by 
a radical father who was ac¬ 
cused of being a senior al-Qaida 
financier. Military prosecutors in 
the case, meanwhile, portrayed 
Khadr as a dangerous terrorist.

WestJet believes latest 
bomb threat on Toronto- 
bound flight is a hoax 

A bomb threat believed to 
be a hoax prompted West- 
Jet to divert a Vancouver- 
to-Toronto flight to Calgary 
on Wednesday night. 

This was the fourth time 
in five days that a WestJet 
flight had been the subject 
of a threat and the fifth 
such incident involving a 
Canadian airliner in a week. 

In all of the cases, 
searches of the aircraft 
unearthed nothing suspi¬ 
cious. Police say the inves¬ 
tigation is continuing and 
there have been no arrests. 

On Tuesday, a WestJet 
flight with 113 passengers 
and five crew members 
landed in Saskatoon after 
a threat on a flight from To¬ 
ronto to Saskatoon. 

A WestJet flight en route 
from Edmonton to Toronto 
was forced to divert to Win¬ 
nipeg on Monday night. 

Last Saturday morning, 
a WestJet flight from Ed¬ 
monton to Halifax landed 
in Saskatoon after police 
said a call had been made 
claiming an explosive de¬ 
vice was on board.

Fair Elections 
Act clause will 
disenfranchise 
voters: Group 

Denying people the ability to 
use voter identification cards as 
valid ID at the polls could disen¬ 
franchise tens of thousands of 
eligible voters in the upcoming 
federal election, advocacy groups 
warned in court Thursday 

The Council of Canadians 
and the Canadian Federation 
of Students are seeking an in¬ 
terim injunction against a key 
voter identification provision 
in the Fair Elections Act, passed 
last year. 

The Harper government made 
changes to voter identification 
rules last year out of concern 
over voter fraud. The organiza¬ 
tions want Canada’s chief elec¬ 
toral officer to be able to author¬ 
ize voter ID cards as valid ID, a 
power that was taken away in 
the act. 

Without a voter identifica¬ 
tion card, voters need a piece 
of photo ID with their current 
address or two pieces of ID, one 
with a photo and one with a cur¬ 
rent address. 


“At least in the tens of thou¬ 
sands would not be able to vote 
because they wouldn’t have ac¬ 
cess to those two separate pieces 
of identification,” Maude Bar- 
low, national chairperson for 
the Council of Canadians, said 
outside the Ontario Superior 
Court of Justice. 

A constitutional challenge of 
the act is in the works, but that 
won’t happen until after the next 
election. The council and the 
federation want the injunction 
so those who need to use the 
voter identification cards will 
be able to this fall. 

Speaking for both groups, 
lawyer Steven Shiybman said 
excluding the voter identifica¬ 
tion cards as valid ID will make it 
more difficult for certain groups 
of Canadians to vote. Young 
people, students, the elderly, 
homeless people and aboriginal 
people living on reserves have a 
harder time meeting the ID re¬ 
quirements because they have 
difficulty getting ID with their 
current address, he said. 

Pierre Poilievre, Conservative 
minister responsible for demo¬ 
cratic reform, said in a statement 
that there are 39 recognized 
pieces of ID “easily attainable” 
under the act but the council 
disagrees that they are easy to

Two investigators with Que¬ 
bec’s anti-corruption squad 
will travel to Panama to 
make sure Arthur Porter, 
wanted in Canada on fraud 
charges, is actually dead, the 
head of the unit said Thurs¬ 
day. 

Robert Lafreniere said his 
office has received “no official 
confirmation” from Panama¬ 
nian authorities about reports 
the well-known doctor died 
of cancer this week. 


“It seems to us essential 
and a priority to rapidly ob¬ 
tain proof so we can take the 
appropriate steps regarding 
the charges of fraud, conspir¬ 
acy and money laundering 
(Porter) is facing,” Lafreniere 
said in a statement. 


The Crown alleges Porter 
received part of a $22.5-mil- 
lion payment from Montreal- 
based engineering giant SNC- 
Lavalin in order to fix the 
call for tenders to ensure the 
firm received the lucrative 
$ 1.3-billion contract to build 


a mega-hospital in Montreal. 

News of the investigators 
travelling to Panama came 
the same day as Crown of¬ 
ficials in Quebec said they 
also are seeking official docu¬ 
ments and corroborative 
evidence of Porter’s death. 
Without such evidence, 
the fraud charges against 
Porter will stand, Crown pros¬ 
ecutor Marie-Helene Giroux 
said.

Citizens still 
struggling to 
get cash ahead 
of referendum 

The battle for Greek votes 
entered full swing Thursday 
ahead of a crucial weekend 
referendum that could decide 
whether the country falls out 
of the euro. For Greeks, par¬ 
ticularly the elderly, the daily 
struggle to get cash ground 
on in the face of uncertainty. 

Greece’s rescue lenders have 
halted negotiations on a new 
financial aid program until 
after the vote on whether to 
accept reforms the creditors 
proposed last week in exchange 
for bailout loans. 

That Greece will now need a 
third international bailout is a 
near certainty. The Internation¬ 
al Monetaiy Fund, one of the 
countiy’s creditors in its two 
bailouts so far, said Thursday 


that the country needs debt 
relief and 50 billion euros ($56 
billion) in new financing from 
October through 2018. 

The analysis was made be¬ 
fore Greece defaulted on IMF 
loans Tuesday and closed its 
banks Monday. The outlook 
is worse now. 

Debt relief has been one of 
the main demands of Prime 
Minister Alexis Tsipras’ govern¬ 
ment, but it met with strenu¬ 
ous resistance in negotiations 
with Greece’s creditors who, 
apart from the IMF, are other 
eurozone countries and the 
European Central Bank. 

But Tsipras has also been 
adamant he does not want 
any more bailouts involving 
just loans — rather a differ¬ 
ent “growth pact” with Europe 
that will allow the economy 
to emerge from a depression. 

Tsipras called the referen¬ 
dum for Sunday advocating vot¬ 
ers reject creditors’ proposals, 
saying it would put the countiy 
in a stronger negotiating pos¬ 
ition. The idea was dismissed

by the head of the eurozone fi¬ 
nance ministers’ group, Jeroen 
Dijsselbloem. “That suggestion 
is simply wrong,” Dijsselbloem 
told lawmakers in the Neth¬ 
erlands. 

European officials and the 
Greek opposition have warned 
a “no” outcome Sunday could 
be tantamount to a decision to 
leave the euro. 

“The consequences are not 
the same if it’s a yes or no,” 
French President Francois Hol¬ 
lande said.“If it’s the yes, even 
if it’s on the basis of proposals 
that have already expired, ne¬ 
gotiations can resume and I 
imagine be quickly concluded,” 
he said during a visit to Coto¬

At least one Canadian aboard 
capsized Philippines ferry 


A ferry carrying 189 people, in¬ 
cluding at least one Canadian, 
capsized Thursday as it left a cen¬ 
tral Philippine port in choppy 
waters, leaving at least 36 dead 
and 26 others missing, coast 
guard officials said. 

They said the Canadian was 
among at least 127 people from 
the M/B Kim Nirvana who were 
rescued by nearby fishing boats 
and coast guard personnel or 
swam to safety off Ormoc City 
on Leyte Island. 

The name and hometown of 
the Canadian were not immedi¬ 
ately available. 

Coast guard spokesman Ar-

about 44 kilometres to the 
south, when it was lashed by 
strong waves. 

He said the captain and some 
of the crew were rescued and 
are in custody pending an in¬ 
vestigation.

ton ferry, which was carrying 
a heavy cargo of construction 
materials and bags of rice, to 
overturn. 

Survivors told The Associated 
Press by cellphone that the bow 
suddenly rose from the water 
before the vessel flipped over 
on one side, turning it upside 
down and trapping passengers 
underneath. 

Among the passengers who 
survived were at least three 
Americans and a Canadian.

Google makes racial blunder 


Google’s new image-recogni¬ 
tion program misfired badly 
this week by identifying two 
black people as gorillas, deliv¬ 
ering a mortifying reminder 
that even the most intelligent 
machines still have lot to learn 
about human sensitivity. 

The blunder surfaced in a 
smartphone screenshot post¬ 
ed online Sunday by a New 


York man on his Twitter ac¬ 
count, @jackyalcine. The im¬ 
ages showed the recently re¬ 
leased Google Photos app had 
sorted a picture of two black 
people into a category labelled 
as “gorillas.” 

The account holder used a 
profanity while expressing his 
dismay about the app likening 
his friend to an ape, a com¬ 


parison widely regarded as a 
racial slur when applied to a 
black person. 

“We’re appalled and genu¬ 
inely soriy that this happened,” 
Google spokeswoman Katie 
Watson said. “We are taking 
immediate action to prevent 
this type of result from ap¬ 
pearing.”

Egyptian warplanes strike back 
at militants in Sinai Peninsula

El-Sissi presses 
for even 
harsher anti¬ 
terrorism laws 

Egyptian warplanes launched 
new airstrilces and troops went 
house-to-house Thursday in the 
troubled Sinai Peninsula, a day 
after ISIL-linlced militants set off 
the area’s bloodiest fighting in 
decades in an unprecedented, 
co-ordinated attack. 

The combat, described as 
“war” by the media and officials, 
heightened tensions across Egypt 
as it marks Friday’s second an- 
niversaiy of the militaiy’s over¬ 
throw of Islamist President 
Mohammed Morsi, a move that 
fanned an insurgency in north 
Sinai that has grown stronger. 

It also follows the dramatic 
assassination this week of the 
country’s chief prosecutor in a 
car bombing in Cairo, prompt¬ 
ing general-turned-politician 


President Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi 
to press for even harsher anti¬ 
terrorism laws targeting militants 
of the Islamic State of Iraq and 
the Levant (ISIL). 


A special forces raid Wed¬ 
nesday on a Cairo apartment 
killed nine members of Morsi’s 
outlawed Muslim Brotherhood, 
which responded by calling for 


a “rebellion.” 

Air raids at dawn Thursday 
killed 23 extremists just south of 
Rafah, a key Sinai border town 
near the Gaza Strip, Sinai se¬ 


curity officials said. They added 
that the army was searching for 
militants in the town of Sheikh 
Zuweid, where a string of army 
checkpoints were attacked a day 
earlier. 

Soldiers were demining roads 
in and around the area that had 
been booby trapped with mines 
and improvised explosive de¬ 
vices, the officials said, speak¬ 
ing on condition of anonymity 
because they were not authorized 
to talk to the media. 

The army also raided a house 
in Rafah, killing six armed ISIL 
militants wearing militaiy uni¬ 
forms, the officials said, add¬ 
ing that it had cleared the area 
around the Sheikh Zuweid police 
station of mines and IEDs. 

An Associated Press reporter 
across the border in the Gaza 
Strip heard explosions and saw 
smoke rising in the area as air- 
strikes continued in the after¬ 
noon and warplanes roared over¬ 
head. Two armoured personnel 
carriers were seen manoeuvring 
in the border area. 

Militants in northern Sinai 


have battled security forces for 
years, but they stepped up their 
attacks after Morsi’s ousting on 
July 3,2013, which followed mass 
demonstrations against his rule. 
El-Sissi led the ouster and was 
elected president last year. 

Authorities and pro-govern¬ 
ment media have blamed much 
of the recent violence on the 
Brotherhood, which has been 
branded a terrorist group. The 
Brotherhood denies involvement, 
although it and other Morsi sup¬ 
porters have faced a sweeping 
crackdown that has led to thou¬ 
sands of arrests, mass convictions 
and death sentences. Morsi is 
among those condemned to die, 
but he has appealed. 

At the funeral for Prosecutor 
General Hisham Barakat on Tues¬ 
day, el-Sissi pledged to bring his 
killers to justice. He signalled an 
even harsher campaign against 
the Brotherhood, and tough¬ 
ened anti-terrorism legislation 
has been submitted for his ap¬ 
proval. El-Sissi has not addressed 
the public since the Sinai battles 
erupted, the associated press

Eight people suspected of 
direct links to beach attack

Eight people are in custody in 
Tunisia, suspected of having 
direct links to a deadly beach 
attack that killed 38 people, 
but four other possible suspects 
have been released, a minister 
said Thursday. 

The British Foreign Office, 
meanwhile, raised the death 
toll of British tourists killed in 
Friday’s attack from 27 to 30. 
Other European tourists were 
among the dead. The attack 
was Tunisia’s deadliest ever and 
threatens to be a devastating 
blow to its tourism sector. 

In Britain, bereaved relatives 
looked on at an air base in Ox¬ 
fordshire as a military plane 
flew home the remains of nine 
Britons on Thursday, a day after 
another flight returned eight 
other bodies. 

ISIL claimed responsibility 
for the attack, in which Tuni¬ 
sian student Seifeddine Rezgui 
opened fire on a beach in the 
resort of Sousse. He was later 
killed by police. 

Government minister Kamel 
Jendoubi told reporters Thurs¬ 
day in Tunis the eight still de¬ 
tained — seven men and one 
woman — are suspected of dir¬ 
ect links to the attack. He did 
not elaborate on their identi¬ 
ties or roles, saying only that 
the investigation “has allowed 


us to discover the network be¬ 
hind the operation in Sousse.” 

The minister also urged great¬ 
er international terrorism co¬ 
operation in a “war... between 
democratic Tunisia and an inter¬ 
national jihadi movement.” 

Sofiane Selliki, an official in 
the prosecutor’s office, said no 
one had been brought before a 
judge for charges. 

A top security official told The 
Associated Press this week that 
Rezgui had trained in a jihadi 
camp in Libya at the same time 
as the two men who attacked 


a leading Tunisian museum in 
March. That raised fears of more 
attacks on this North African 
nation’s budding democracy. 

More Tunisians — about 
3,000 — are believed to have 
gone to Syria and Iraq to join 
radical jihadis including ISIL 
than fighters from any other 
country.

Gay activist 
couple wed 
outside law to 
push change 

A prominent Chinese lesbian 
couple held a simple ceremony 
Thursday to announce their in¬ 
formal marriage, in their latest 
effort to push for the legalization 
of same-sex unions in China. 

The union of Li Tingting and 
Teresa Xu came six days after 
the U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
to validate same-sex marriages 
in the United States, and four 
months after Li was detained 
in China for her women’s rights 
activism. 

China does not legally permit 
same-sex marriage, and there is 
no broad social effort to push for 
its legalization. 

They exchanged vows and put 
on silver rings serving as wedding 
bands in front of about 20 friends 
and an equal number of journal¬ 
ists gathered at a restaurant in 
a suburb of Beijing decorated 
with balloons, rainbow flags and 
their photos. 

“We want to take some action 


to advocate for same-sex mar¬ 
riage,” Li said earlier in a salon, 
while Xu was having her hair 
styled. “It’s doing the impossible 
when you know it’s impossible, 
but it takes those constant efforts 
to make changes in history.” 

The couple had initially con¬ 
sidered showing up at the local 


civil affairs office to apply for a 
marriage licence but stopped 
the plan so as not to upset the 
authorities. 

“They could detain me on the 
charge of assembling illegally 
or provoking trouble to disrupt 
social order,” Li said. 

Li said state security officials 


had contacted her to inquire 
about the ceremony, and that 
she was worried about the pos¬ 
sibility of being detained again. 

“We are a bit nervous and ex¬ 
cited that our wedding should 
get this much attention,” she 
said at the ceremony.

Mayor puts brakes 
on mass tourism 


Barcelona’s new leftist mayor 
Thursday temporarily halted 
the issuing of new licences for 
tourist accommodation while 
new regulations are drawn 
up to govern a sector some 
say has grown too big in re¬ 
cent years. 

A town hall statement said 
the suspension would apply 
to hotels, apartments, hos¬ 
tels and privately owned ac¬ 
commodation houses. It will 
affect some 30 current appli¬ 
cations, including one to turn 
the city’s geyser-shaped Agbar 
skyscraper tower into a hotel. 

“It was necessary to put 
things in order,” Mayor Ada 
Colau told reporters. “Up to 
now, tourism policies had been 
drawn up piecemeal.” 

Colau took office last month 
promising social changes, in¬ 
cluding a plan to deal with 
the problem of mass tourism. 

Barcelona, one of Europe’s 
top vacation destinations, re¬ 
ceives more than seven million 
visitors annually. But many of 
its 1.6 million residents com¬ 
plain the city is being overrun. 

Located on the Mediterran¬ 
ean coast just south of the 
French border, Barcelona is

the capital of Spain’s powerful 
Catalonia region and recog¬ 
nized worldwide as a business, 
cultural and political centre. 

The town hall said it plans 
to study existing accommoda¬ 
tion capacity and its economic 
and social impact, and will 
start a public debate on de¬ 
veloping a sustainable tourism 
plan by early 2016. It said it 
aimed to reduce the pressure 
of tourism in certain areas 
and spread it more equitably 
among the city’s 73 neigh¬ 
bourhoods. 

Officials said they would 
take into account the experi¬ 
ence of other major tourist 
cities, adding that the plan 
aimed to preserve Barcelona as 
a quality tourism destination 
without disturbing residents.

Ex-church 
official 
imprisoned, 
serving 3 years 

The Philadelphia prison that 
Pope Francis plans to visit dur¬ 
ing his U.S. trip houses a for¬ 
mer church official jailed for his 
handling of priest sexual-abuse 
complaints. 

Monsignor William Lynn is 
serving a minimum three-year 
sentence after a jury found he 
endangered children in the Arch¬ 
diocese of Philadelphia. 

Lynn, 64, is currently housed 
at the Curran-Fromhold Correc¬ 
tional Center while he appeals 
his conviction. It’s not clear if he 
will still be there for the pope’s 
Sept. 27 visit or whether he 
would be among the inmates 
picked to meet with him. 

Defence lawyer Thomas Berg¬ 
strom said Lynn would no doubt 
welcome the experience. 

Although his lawyers have 
called him a scapegoat for the 
Roman Catholic church, the 
archdiocese has paid his legal 


bills since city prosecutors first 
opened their sweeping probe 
of priest sexual abuse in 2002, 
through a high-profile 2012 trial 
and appeals that continue today. 
Philadelphia Archbishop Charles 
J. Chaput has visited him at least 
once in prison, when Lynn was 
incarcerated in a state facility 
hours away.

“The archdiocese remains be¬ 
hind him. I think that says a 
lot,” Bergstrom said Thursday. 
“He’d rather not be there ... but 
he’s got a strong faith and he’s 
doing fine.” 

The pope plans to meet face-to- 
face with inmates and their fam¬ 
ines at the city’s largest prison. 
It’s not yet clear how many in¬ 


mates will be chosen or whether 
their religious affiliation will be 
a factor. About 1,200 of the ap¬ 
proximately 8,000 current in¬ 
mates identify as Catholic. 

“We hope he brings ... a mes¬ 
sage of hope for the individuals 
incarcerated here,” Philadelphia 
Prison Commissioner Louis Gior- 
la said this week. Francis, he 
said, “appreciates the dignify of 
all human beings. No one is so 
lowly that they can’t be saved or 
change their lives.” 

Lynn, the secretary for clergy 
from 1992-2004, was the first 
U.S. church official ever charged 
for keeping accused priests on 
the job. However, a more senior 
cleric, Kansas City Bishop Robert 
Finn, was later convicted of a 
misdemeanour count of failing 
to report suspected abuse and 
given two years of probation. 
The pope accepted his resigna¬ 
tion this year. 

Appellate courts in Pennsyl¬ 
vania have gone back and forth 
on whether Lynn should have 
been convicted under the child- 
endangerment law at the time. 
He was released after one appeals 
court threw out his conviction, 
but then sent back to prison this 
year, the associated press

He will become president and 
CEO of the Barnes & Noble chain 
of bookstores, effective Sept. 8, 
according to a statement from 
New York by the U.S. retailer. 

Boire became the third CEO 
of Sears Canada in two years last 
fall. He followed Douglas Camp¬ 
bell who left in September 2014 
and Calvin McDonald, who quit 
suddenly in September 2013 in 
the midst of a multi-year turn¬ 
around plan. 

Sears Canada said the chair¬ 
man of its board of directors, 
Brandon Stranzl, will take on 
a greater leadership role im¬ 
mediately. 

In the company’s first quarter, 
Sears Canada had a $59.1-million 
net loss for the first quarter as 
revenues dropped 9.7 per cent 
from the same period a year 
earlier. 

Stranzl says he will work 
closely with Sears employees 
and business partners as Sears 
Canada works to return to prof¬ 
itability. 


“We are grateful for Ron’s 
support as we search for and 
welcome a new CEO,” Stran¬ 


zl said in a statement. “In the 
meantime, the management 
team and I are fully engaged in 


executing the current strategy, 
designed to improve our retail 
operations so we can best serve 


Canadian communities from 
coast to coast.” 

Barnes & Noble, Inc. noted in 
its announcement that Boire had 
extensive experience in retail¬ 
ing, including as executive and 
chief marketing officer for Sears 
and Kmart stores in the United 
States and as North American 
president of Toys “R” Us from 
2006 through 2009. 

Last week, Desjardins analyst 
Keith Howlett issued a report 
saying Sears Canada has less 
than two years to prove itself. 

“The next seven quarters are 
‘make it or break it’ for Sears 
Canada,” Howlett wrote. 

“Our current view is that an 
operating turnaround is im¬ 
probable.” 

Howlett’s prediction sug¬ 
gests the fate of the company 
will be determined some time 
around the 2016 holiday shop¬ 
ping season.

BP commits $18.76 to U.S. states 
affected by company’s oil spill 


Trying to close the books on the 
worst offshore oil spill in U.S. 
histoiy, BP agreed Thursday to 
provide billions of dollars in new 
money to five Gulf Coast states in 
a deal the company said would 
bring its total costs related to the 
disaster to about $53.8 billion. 

Federal and state government 
officials touted the record-break¬ 
ing $18.7 billion agreement as 
a historic milestone in the Gulf 
Coast’s recovery. The Deepwater 
Horizon disaster killed 11 rig 
workers and spewed millions 
of gallons of crude that stained 
beaches, coated wildlife and pol¬ 
luted marshes. 

BP also gets a valuable return: 
The payments, to be made over 
18 years, could be tax-deductible. 

“This allows us to manage BP 
as an oil company,” BP CEO Bob 
Dudley said during a conference 
call. He said BP could launch as 
many as 20 major new projects 
by 2020, depending on oil prices. 

The Justice Department said 
Thursday’s agreement would be 


the largest environmental settle¬ 
ment in U.S. histoiy as well as 
the largest-ever civil settlement 
with a single entity. 

BP’s total spill-related cost es¬ 
timate also includes roughly $29 
billion on response and cleanup 
expenses, and compensation for 
coastal businesses and residents.

While analysts praised the 
announcement, some environ¬ 
mental advocates complained 
that government officials should 
have held out for more money. 

“If the court approves this pro¬ 
posal, BP will be getting off easy 
and ‘we the people’ will not be 


fully compensated for the nat¬ 
ural resource damages that we 
suffered, and the law requires 
that the public is made whole 
for those damages,” said Jacque¬ 
line Savitz, U.S. vice-president 
for Oceana, a group dedicated 
to protecting the world’s oceans. 

By staggering payments over 
18 years, the deal would enable 
BP to pay dividends to sharehold¬ 
ers and have enough financial 
flexibility for future. The total is 
larger than BP had provisioned 
for, but without a settlement, the 
company faced still-larger Clean 
Water Act penalties. 

The agreement only leaves a 
handful of relatively minor loose 
ends for BP, including claims by 
people who opted out or were 
not covered by a 2012 setdement. 

The April 2010 blowout of BP’s 
Macondo well also spawned a fed¬ 
eral criminal probe that resulted 
in manslaughter charges against 
two rig supervisors whose trial 
is set for next year.

Catholic, I say go for it. It’s 
better to preserve the signs 
of faith than demolish them 
altogether. 

Sure, I’d rather a church 
stay a church, both for the re¬ 
ligious and for eveiyone else 
who benefits from commun¬ 
ity space in which to house 
a neighbourhood daycare, 
say, or dinners for homeless 
people. Most church doors 
are always open to people 
who have nowhere else to go. 

If a former church trans¬ 
forms into some variation of 
a community space, that’s 
the next best thing. A private 
home would be the least best 
thing. 

But as Rene Laprise, direc¬ 
tor of media relations for 
the Canadian Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, told me, 
bishops have to be pragmatic 
about their real estate deals. 

“If it happened it became a 
nightclub, I don’t think they 
would be happy,” Laprise 
said. But when you’re no 
longer the owner, he added, 
“what can you say?” 

When a church falls out 
of religious use, the spiritual 
call to reckon with what life 
is for and how we should 
live, gets quieter. But cities 
change. And while bricks and 
stones can’t hold a faith, they 
do cariy its residue. Even 
if you renovate around the 
vaulted ceilings and towering 
spires, the church gets the 
last word: God was (and is 
always, to believers) here.

A simple 
catchphrase 
would define a 
career in film

Where would Arnold Schwarz¬ 
enegger’s career be without 
these three simple words: “I’ll 
be back”? Taken from The Ter¬ 
minator, it’s as simple a phrase 
as was ever uttered in the movies 
but became a pop culture catch- 
phrase and came to define Ar¬ 
nold’s career on screen and off. 


He’s used the line — or a 
slight variation on it — in three 
other Terminator movies and 
eight other films. In 1993’s Last 
Action Hero, he says it three 
times! He utters it one more time 
as he jumps from one helicop¬ 
ter to another in this weekend’s 
Terminator Genisys. 

Few actors have done so much 
with so little. But the perfect¬ 
ly crafted saying almost didn’t 
happen. 

“In the treatment it was ‘I’ll 
come back,”’ The Terminator 
director and co-writer James 
Cameron told me. “In the script 
it was ‘I’ll be back.’ I don’t re¬ 
member why I changed it. It 
just sounded better.” 

The line certainly played 
no small part in establishing 
Schwarzenegger’s larger-than- 


life action hero image even 
though Arnold had problems 
with it when they were shoot¬ 
ing the film. 

In his autobiography, Total 
Recall, Schwarzenegger recalls, 
“Our biggest disagreement was 
about ‘I’ll be back.’ I was arguing 
for ‘I will be back’. I felt that the 
line would sound more machine- 
lilce and menacing without the 
contraction. 

“(But) we shot it as written in 
the script. The truth was that, 
even after all these years of 
speaking English, I still didn’t 
understand contractions.” 

“There is something about the 
way the line plays,” says Cam¬ 
eron, “not just Arnold’s delivery, 
but the fact that you’ve seen 
enough of him in action up to 
that point to know that when 


he says ‘I’ll be back,’ something 
really bad is going to happen. 
There is a counterpoint between 
the innocence of the words and 
the threat that is a wink to the 
audience. And the audience likes 
to be in the position of knowing 
what is going to happen next. 
They may not know the details, 
but they know something bad 
is going to happen and then it 
pays off. He just comes flying 
through the window in a car 
and takes out the whole place. 
So there is something kind of 
delicious about the anticipation 
that it produces.” 

The line’s popularity wasn’t 
planned. Cameron, who has 
three quips on AFI’s 100 Years 
... 100 Movie Quotes list — “I’ll 
be back,” “Hasta la vista, baby” 
from T2, and Titanic’s “I’m 


king of the world!” — says it 
is a bad idea to tiy and write 
catchphrases. 

“I think it is a veiy hard thing 
to tiy and do that,” he says. “I 
think I was somewhat self-con¬ 
scious about it when I did Ter¬ 
minator 2 and he says ‘Hasta la 
vista, baby.’ That I knew I was 
doing a line, an Arnold line. I 
think it is a veiy dangerous area 
because it can so easily blow up 
on you and I tend not to do that.” 


Schwarzenegger has been 
associated with dozens of one- 
liners. So many, in fact that a 
YouTube video titled 160 Great¬ 
est Arnold Schwarzenegger 
Quotes has over 20 million hits. 

But as widely imitated as 
“Hasta la vista, baby” was — 
even Chilean president Michelle 
Bachelet aped Arnold’s famous 
deliveiy of the line — “I’ll be 
back” remains his most iconic 
line.

In May, Ross Ulbricht was sen¬ 
tenced to life in prison. He 
wasn’t a terrorist. He wasn’t 
convicted of murdering any¬ 
one. The 31-year-old Texan 
managed a website. 

Not just any website, mind 
you. Ulbricht was the master¬ 
mind behind Silk Road — a 
controversial darlcnet bazaar 
that facilitated the sales of 
everything from art to illicit 
drugs. Even before the arrest 
of Ulbricht, it was a world that 
engrossed actor-turned-direc- 
tor Alex Winter who made the 
Napster documentary Down¬ 
loaded. 

“The stakes keep getting 
higher but the issues are really 
the same — the ignorance 
and fear around the Napster 
story has just become magni¬ 
fied with the Silk Road,” said 
Winter. 

“With the arrest of Ross 
Ulbricht, the issues were be¬ 
coming life and death and 
much bigger than just quib¬ 
bling about Madonna tracks 
being taken for free.” 

In his latest film Deep Web, 
Winter purges the mysterious 
darlcnet (an area not indexed 


by standard search engines) 
and takes a look at such issues 
as digital rights, internet pri¬ 
vacy and the “disparity be¬ 
tween legal punishment in 
the physical space and legal 
punishment online” — ques¬ 
tions that open many scary 
doors, especially considering 
the extent of Ulbricht’s sen¬ 
tencing. 

“From the get-go, I focused 
on Ross and his family,” said 
Winter. “Those are the human 
beings at the centre of this 
story and the movie is very 
much focused on them and 
it doesn’t bite off more than 
it can chew. It’s not going to 
tell the whole story. 

“What people understand 
is that what they’re getting 
in the media isn’t even the 
tip of the iceberg.” 

Making a movie about the 
online black market is not 
easy. 

“It’s a lot of legwork,” said 
Winter. “It’s mostly about 
finding these people and gain¬ 
ing their trust. That’s where 
the lion’s share of the work 
goes because you don’t have 
a story without that.” 

Deep Web is such an im¬ 
portant tale for the digital age 
that Winter felt compelled to 
turn to crowdfunding to fin¬ 
ish the production, which is 
narrated by his Bill & Ted’s 
Excellent Adventure co-star 
Keanu Reeves. 

Winter promised to join 
donors of $10,000 on a yacht 
anywhere around the globe 
and play air guitar until his 
arms fell off, referring to his 


famous onscreen character 
from the 1989 flick. 

“We did that as kind of a 
crowdfunding joke but then 
we did get a few takers, (but) 


we couldn’t set them securely 
enough so I didn’t end up do¬ 
ing it,” laughed Winter. “You 
have to be careful what you 
wish for.”

Capturing life as a bipolar dad

Delving into a character with 
mental illness can be a tricky 
business, but Mark Ruffalo 
had a unique avenue for re¬ 
search for his latest, Infinitely 
Polar Bear. First-time writer- 
director Maya Forbes hired 
Ruffalo to pretty much play 
her late father. 

The indie calls on Ruffalo to 
portray Cam Stuart, struggling 
to raise his two daughters in 
1970s Boston while his wife 
(fellow Marvel stable-mate 
Zoe Saldana) heads to gradu¬ 
ate school in New York and 
his manic depression wreaks 
havoc on everyday life. 

“I have bipolar family mem¬ 
bers, so it wasn’t totally out 
of left field,” Ruffalo says. 
“Then I met Maya and start¬ 


ed hearing the stories about 
Cam and watching his Super 
8 movies. It just felt like, OK 
I think I know the way into 
this. It feels right to me, and 
it’s not a glossed-over, gilded 
version that as I get into do¬ 
ing research about I’m going 
to find some totally different 
person and then there’s going 
to be some conflict between 
me and Maya about that.” 

In fact, conflict with Forbes 
was happily minimal. Ruf¬ 
falo found her to be incred¬ 
ibly collaborative, something 
he holds in high regard. “I’d 
have my moments of rebel¬ 
lion, as any actor should at 
some point or another, but 
never felt like our views of 
it were divergent,” he says. 
“All the great directors that 
I’ve worked with are able to 
take collaboration without 
being threatened by it. But 
it’s atypical to first-time dir¬ 
ectors, that openness, to have 
that kind of strong vision that 
you’re confident to take col¬ 
laboration from everybody.” 

For Ruffalo, although the 
film puts Cam’s bipolar dis¬ 
order front and centre, it was 
important that didn’t totally 
define the character. 


“If you have a guy who’s an 
a—hole who’s in a wheelchair, 
he’s still an a—hole. And if 
you have a really nice person 
in a wheelchair, they’re still 
a really nice person,” Ruffalo 
says. “Yes, who they are is in¬ 
formed by having to live in 
that wheelchair, but to some 
degree who that person is 
is essentially who they are, 
and bipolar is something that 
swings in and out of their 
life.”

“So for me, the really im¬ 
portant thing was getting the 
specifics of Cam, who Cam 
was. Cam was this person who 
had a lot of really interest¬ 
ing qualities about him and 
would’ve been a really inter¬ 
esting person without being 
bipolar. That was the impedi¬ 
ment that the family had to 
deal with.”

today, mainly this idea of 
credit and the way that Flau¬ 
bert envisioned the birth of 
capitalism — the fact that 
consumerism (could) turn into 
something that’s addictive and 
self-destructing. I’ve been liv¬ 
ing in New York for 15 years 
and I’ve got this feeling that 
eveiything is about consump¬ 
tion. You’re forced to consume 
more than you should; he saw 
that in the mid-19th centuiy 
already which I think was in¬ 
credible.

Gustave Flaubert’s classic novel 
Madame Bovaiy has long been 
a captivating challenge for film¬ 
makers.

The tale 
of a dispirited doctor’s wife (Mia 
Wasikowska) seduced into adul¬ 
tery and the trivial tantalization 
of materialism may be set in the 
19th centuiy, but as Barthes told 
Metro, there’s much to reap from 
the Romantic-era tragedy.

An animal refuge and 
very old tortoise 


Mount Kenya Wildlife Con¬ 
servancy and Animal Or¬ 
phanage seems indistinguish¬ 
able from a zoo until James 
Mwaniki invites me to ride 
a 150-year-old giant tortoise 
named Speedy. Or to enter 
Moran’s pen and meet the 
15-month-old orphan cheetah 
found on the side of a road. 

Originally founded as a 
game ranch in the 1960s by 
William Holden, a ’50s Holly¬ 
wood icon and reformed Big 
Game hunter, the orphanage 
in Nanyuki, Kenya, breeds en¬ 
dangered species, including 
the region’s last remaining 
bongos, a beautiful striped 
African antelope, while provid¬ 
ing other vulnerable animals 
refuge until they’re ready to 
return to the wild. 

But for visitors it’s inter¬ 


actions like this, with the 
1,500 animals of 20 species, 
that create permanent mem¬ 
ories. 

That’s ultimately what 
set Mwaniki on a path 
to become an educa¬ 
tional programmer 
at the 1,200-acre re¬ 
habilitation centre. 

In the fight to 
conserve Kenya’s 
wildlife, the coun¬ 
try’s government tar¬ 
geted Mwaniki’s genera¬ 
tion because his parents and 
grandparents’ generation was 
considered hopeless. 

Mwaniki grew up in a rural 
area on the south of Mount 
Kenya National Park, where 
wildlife terrorized the family 
farm. Or so it was thought. 

“My parents would tell me, 


‘They’re destroying the crops 
so you’ll have nothing to eat 
tomorrow.’” 

Then a field trip sent him 
to the animal orphanage in 
■' e 1990s. 

“My brain 
changed,” Mwaniki 
says, posing me like 
a tree with hand¬ 
fuls of corn kernels 
until a Sykes’ mon¬ 
key is casually feed¬ 
ing from my palms. 

“The message I was given 
is if you don’t conserve what 
we have, then in the years 
to come we won’t have any¬ 
thing.” 

Now 30, Mwaniki passes 
that message to the next gen¬ 
eration of Kenyans. He’s even 
kept the photo of him riding 
Speedy.

Rookie Boyd shelled as

The Boston Red Sox erupted for 
eight runs in the opening inning 
and cruised to a 12-6 rout of the 
Toronto Blue Jays on Thursday 
night at Rogers Centre. 

Blue Jays starter Matt Boyd 
didn’t record a single out in 
his second big-league start. He 
gave up three singles, back-to- 
back homers, another single, 
a wild pitch and a walk before 
manager John Gibbons finally 
pulled him. 

Toronto (42-39) dropped 
three of four against its Amer¬ 
ican League East rival and fin¬ 
ished the seven-game home- 
stand with a 3-4 record. The 
Blue Jays entered play in a tie 
for third place in the division 
standings, one game behind 
the front-running Baltimore 
Orioles. 

Many fans in the crowd of 
29,758 let out a Bronx cheer 
when reliever Liam Hendriks 


got No. 9 hitter Ryan Hanigan 
to pop up for the first out of the 
game. Boston (37-44) sent 12 
men to the plate in the inning. 

Boyd (0-2) allowed seven 
earned runs — including a 
three-run shot by David Ortiz 
and a solo blast from Hanley 
Ramirez — over a 28-pitch out¬ 
ing. It was the first time in fran¬ 
chise history that the Blue Jays 
had given up seven first-inning 
runs before recording an out. 

It last happened in a major- 
league game on July 17, 2011, 
when the Oakland Athletics 
dumped the Los Angeles Angels 
9-1. Gibbons was ejected in the 
fifth inning after an argument 
with home plate umpire Gerry 
Davis.
